Congressman Aspin was the subject of an FBI name check 
conducted in December, 1992. During that name check it was 
disclosed that Congressman Aspin was one of numerous individuals 
investigated by the FBI concerning his involvement in the House 
Banking investigation. Congressman Aspin had at least one 
overdraft. On September 9, 1992, a letter of exoneration was 
sent to him by Judge Malcolm Wilkey, Special Counsel appointed to 
investigate this matter. 

Investigation disclosed that in 1979 two individuals 
filed complaints with the Federal Election Commission alleging 
Congressman Aspin accepted prohibited political contributions.

Records of the Circuit Court of Racine County, 
Wisconsin, disclosed that on July 6, 1970, Congressman Aspin 

legally changed his name to Les Aspin.

Congressman Aspin attended Yale University, New Haven, 
Connecticut, from September, 1956, to June, 1960, receiving a 
B.A. degree in history. 


Congressman Aspin attended Oxford University, Oxford, 
England, from 1961 through 1962 (exact dates not available), 
receiving a B.A. degree. 


Congressman Aspin indicated on his Standard Form 86 
dated December 28, 1992, that he also received an M.A. degree 
from Oxford University; however, a review of his transcripts at 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology (MIT) ,. Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, did not contain any information concerning an M.A. 
degree from Oxford University. 


Congressman Aspin attended MIT from September, 1962, to 
June, 1966, receiving a Doctor of Philosophy degree in economics.

Military Service 

Congressman Aspin was appointed a second lieutenant in 
the United States Army Reserve on June 13, 1960. He entered on 
active duty in the United States Army on February 1, 1966, and 

served in that capacity until January 31, 1968. On that date he 
was honorably released from active duty as a captain, and 
transferred to the United States Army Reserve. He served in the 
United States Army Reserve, inactive status, until April 22, 
1970, when he was honorably discharged by reason of resignation. 
His service record is clear. 

Employment 


While pursuing an education, Congressman Aspin was 
employed as a campaign director in Washington, D.C. He also 
indicated that he was employed as a staff assistant in 
Washington, D.C.; however, this could not be verified.

A review of 
an archives file disclosed three 
memos concerning long distance 
telephone calls made by 
Congressman Aspin from a 
university telephone. The first 
memo, dated July 25, 1969, states 

that for the thirty-day period 
ending June 4, 1969, 

Congressman Aspin placed thirty- 
three long distance telephone 
calls. The memo requests that he 
use the long distance billing 
number assigned to his department 
in placing any future long 
distance telephone calls which 
are charged to the university. 

The second memo, dated May 1, 
1970, requested Congressman Aspin 
to reimburse the university for 
any long distance telephone calls 
which were no.t university 
business. There is no indication 
in the file as to whether or not 
the university was ever 
reimbursed. The third memo, 
dated June 1, 1970, stated that 

the College of Business 
Administration was charged for 
long distance telephone calls 
made on Congressman Aspin's 
office telephone in the amount of 
$66.11, between March 20, 1970,

requested Congressman Aspin to 
reimburse the university for 
these calls; however, there is no 
indication in the file as to 
whether or not the university 
was ever reimbursed. The file 
contains no disciplinary actions.

Congressman Aspin indicated that from June, 1962, to 
September, 1962, he travelled extensively in Europe after having 
completed his education.

Additionally, in 1986, Congressman Aspin and two other 
individuals formed the Aspin Procurement Institute, Racine, 
Wisconsin. This organization was founded in order to help 
Wisconsin companies of all sizes obtain Federal government 
contracts. It is funded with monies provided by local companies 
which is matched with federal funds via the Defense Logistics 
Agency. The institute provides technical assistance to profit 
and nonprofit corporations to help them understand the Federal 
government's procurement procedures. Congressman Aspin is the 
Honorary Chairman of the Board and receives no compensation. 

Congressman Aspin is also a member of the Board of 
Trustees of Beloit College, Beloit, Wisconsin. 

When not engaged as noted above, Congressman Aspin was 
unemployed and running for Wisconsin State Treasurer. 

Family Status 

Congressman Aspin is divorced and resides at 2721 0 
Street, Northwest, Washington, D.C. 

Congressman Aspin also maintains a residence at 2228 
South Shore Drive, East Troy, Wisconsin. 

A check of the records of the Superior Court, _ 

Washington, D.C., indicated that on April 2, 1979 | 

plaintiff, was granted a divorce from Les Aspin, defendant, on 
the grounds of voluntary separation for six months without 
cohabitation.

Information has been received from appropriate law 
enforcement agencies indicating their files contain no record 
concerning Congressman Aspin. 

Miscellaneous 


A search of NEXIS, a computerized news retrieval 
service, disclosed no pertinent information concerning 
Congressman Aspin. 

During a routine personal interview of 
Congressman Aspin conducted by the FBI on December 31, 1992, he 

stated that he has been criticized in the press for allegedly 
using military aircraft for private purposes. He advised that he 
and his staff have used military aircraft, and while on official 
business for the House Armed Services Committee, did attend 
fundraising functions; however, at no time did he use military 
aircraft for private purposes or solely for any type of political 
purpose. 

Agency Checks 

A check of the records of the Federal Election 
Commission (FEC), Washington, D.C., disclosed that on October 22, 

1979, and November 12, 1979, two complaints were filed with the 
FEC alleging that Congressman Aspin accepted prohibited political 
contributions. The complaints were predicated upon 
advertisements in several national publications including the 
Washington Post, by "Scientific American" magazine, in support of 
Congressman Aspin. The FEC ruled that there was no reason to 
believe Congressman Aspin violated any FEC regulations and the 
cases were closed. 

During the course of this investigation, the records of 
the following entities were checked and found to contain either 
no record or no pertinent information concerning 
Congressman Aspin, unless otherwise noted in this summary 
memorandum:

Searches of the various indices of the FBI, including 
but not limited to the central index maintained at FBI

computer data bases, did not identify any documents that contain 
pertinent information identifiable with Congressman Aspin, or his 
close relatives, except the following: 

Congressman Aspin was the subject a name 
check conducted by the FBI in December, 1992, 
the results of which have been previously 
provided to the Office of the President- 
Elect. No additional pertinent information 
was disclosed concerning Congressman Aspin or 
his close relatives other than what was 
previously provided in the above-mentioned 
name check. 

It should be noted that results of the above indices 
searches reveal only data entered into those indices as of the 
date each was searched. However, it should be noted that some 
delays may occur as to the entry of such data.

The appointee advised that he has never used, sold, or 
purchased any illegal drugs, including marijuana. The appointee 
also advised that he has never abused prescription drugs or 
alcohol.

This 
investigation was initiated in April, 1992, and 
involved numerous current and former members of 
the House of Representatives who allegedly wrote 
numerous checks on insufficient funds, some 
Exec ad Adm- totaling thousands of dollars.

On September 9, 1992, a letter of exoneration was 
sent to Congressman Aspin by Judge Malcolm Wilkey, 

Special Counsel appointed to investigate this 
matter, as there was no ‘evidence of criminal 
intent on his part.
